ber of red blood cells has increased and there 
is an improvement in the red coloring matter. 
You are really on a fruit diet rather than a 
strict fast, as you are getting a large amount of 
food material from the orange juice. It is for- 
tunate that orange juice or tomato juice will 
give you food elements which you need to make 
the body more alkaline and will at the same 
time allow you to lose weight and eliminate 
pols 
After five days of the fast, it is advisable 
for you to begin on a good reducing diet, which 
contains the following foods; a moderate amount 
of meat each day, one egg, and an abundance of 
cokoed and raw non-starchy vegetables, to- 
gether with fruit or fruit juice, if desired. You 
will find that this diet contains all the food 
elements you most need to remain well but will 
bring about a gradual loss of weight which iis 
extremely gratifying. It is a good plan to use 
the sal without dressing as this way you will 
best appreciate the delicate flavors of the raw 
vegeta but if you wish to use a dressing, I 
would suggest you make it of mineral oil. This 
reducing diet furnishes you with protein for 
ng muscular tissue, with the food miner- 
nd vitamins, and with bulk; the only foods 
| which are left out are those which add weight. 
You will find that you will enjoy your meals 
at the same time you are reducing and will se- 
cure a slow, steady loss of weight which is pref- 
erable to a too rapid loss of weight. 
The foods which you are to avoid are the 
starches, sugars and fats, which may be classed 
s “fattening.” You are to begin to take physi- 
cal mineral oil. This reducing diet furnishes 
you with protein for repairing culture exercises 
with long walks. In addition to right diet and 
exercise, massage is often helpful. Those who 
are overweight make good swimmers and if you 
are able to swim regularly it would undoubtedly 
be beneficial.

| right diet and exercise you will find this is ac- 
| tually a health-building regimen which will 
make you feel better, look better,—and live 
longer.

On This Date 


— A Day in Canadian History — 
By FRED WILLIAMS 


ON THIS DATE, in 1841 gas 
was first made in Toronto. 
That city then enjoyed the nov- 
elty of what Sir Walter Scott 
described as “the act of a mad- 
man who proposes to light 
London city with smoke.” 
(That was in 1807, when Pall 
Mall was first illuminated by 
coal gas.) 

The first place in Canada in 
which gas was introduced was 
Montreal, gas works being 
started there in 1840 by Albert 
Furness, who also supplied the 
first gas to Toronto, on this 
date a year later, from works 
in the name of the “City of 
Toronto Gas, Light and Water 
Company,” Toronto was the 
eleventh city on the continent 
to adopt gas for street lighting, 
the first street lights being lit 
on December 28, 1841, the pre- 
vious lighting having been in a 
shop. Thus when Charles Dick-
